Flood  waters  from  the  reservoir

Thirty  families  were  evacuated 
from  the  small  farming  community  of 
Genola,  Utah,  on  Tuesday  afternoon 
while  crews  worked  frantically  to  pre¬ 
vent  a  small  earthen  dam  east  of  the 
town  from  bursting. 

Genola,  a  town  of  630  residents  lo¬ 
cated  in  a  small  valley  west  of  Santa- 
quin,  is  threatened  by  the  dam  that 
holds  back  an  irrigation  reservoir. 

Genola  Marshall  Hale  Robison  said 
the  evacuation  started  early  Tuesday 
afternoon  while  Utah  County  officials 
moved  in  heavy  equipment  to  streng¬ 
then  and  repair  the  dam.  “We  expect 
the  dam  to  break.  If  it  does,  the  water 
will  come  down  and  cross  State  Road 
6  and  go  into  Genola.” 

“The  dam  structure  started  to  fail 
and  water  began  piping  (seeping) 
through  the  dam  in  several  places,” 
said  Lt.  Gary  Clayton,  Utah  County 
Emergency  Management  coordi¬ 
nator. 

Water  has  seeped  through  the  dam 
at  various  spots  but  has  caused  severe 
damage  close  to  the  middle  of  the 
structure.  County  crews  hauled  in 
several  dump  truck  loads  of  rock  and 
dirt  while  bulldozers  moved  the  dirt 
to  the  heavily  damaged  area  of  the 
dam  to  slow  the  erosion. 

However,  gushing  water  washed 
away  dirt  as  fast  as  workers  could 
bring  it  in.  Clayton  said  the  crews  will 
try  to  build  a  road  across  the  dam. 

Flood  waters  have  already  covered 
farmland  below  the  dam.  Crews  are 
working  to  divert  the  water  into 
already  existing  channels. 

,  “What  we  are  trying  to  do  is  estab¬ 
lish  a  place  where  we  can  breach  the 
dam  ourselves  and  build  a  spillway,” 
Clayton  said.  There  was  no  estimate 
on  the  amount  of  water  coming  from 
the  reservoir.  Late  Tuesday  after¬ 
noon,  Clayton  said,  “We  are  losing  it 
(the  dam)  pretty  fast  right  now.” 

Although  he  was  not  sure  when  the 
.  crews  could  finish  the  project, 
Clayton  said  it  would  be  completed

County  crews  are  also  breaching 


the  lower  reservoir,  a  precautionary 
measure  in  case  the  upper  dam 
breaks,  said  a  member  of  the  Genola 
Fire  Department. 

If  the  dam  breaks  it  may  flood 
Highway  6  between  Genola  and 
Santaquin. 

The  irrigation  reservoir  has  served 


as  a  flood  basin,  but  Robison  said, 
“just  these  last  two  or  three  years  it 
has  been  full.” 

“They’re  (the  residents)  working 
real  hard  and  we’re  all  sandbagging 
and  they  say  it’s  inevitable  it’s  going 
to  break,”  Genola  resident  Janet  Car¬ 
ter  told  United  Press  International.

In  Washington,  officials  said  they  had  received  no  re¬ 
quest  from  the  Gulf  countries  for  U.  S.  warplanes  to  move 
to  Gulf  airbases  to  provide  air  cover  for  the  oil  tankers. 
They  said  no  such  request  was  expected  at  the  present 
time. 

The  officials  said  President  Reagan  reaffirmed  a  pledge 
to  protect  the  strategic  waterway  in  a  letter  to  Saudi  ruler 
King  Fahd  saying  the  United  States  would  discuss  any 
requests  for  military  assistance  from  Gulf  nations. 

Richard  Murphy,  assistant  of  secretary  of  state  for  the 
Near  East,  went  to  Riyadh  to  deliver  the  letter. 

There  was  no  immediate  Saudi  reaction  but  Saudi  Oil 
Minister  Sheikh  Ahmed  Zaki  Yamani  said  Monday  he  did 
not  think  the  United  States  should  intervene  militarily  in 
the  Gulf  as  it  might  provoke  a  confrontation  with  Moscow. 

The  Iranian  Foreign  Ministry  condemned  what  it  called 
the  United  States  and  its  allies  “desperately  searching  for 
a  solution  hoping  to  save  (Iraqi  President)  Saddam  (Hus¬ 
sein),  their  own  interests  and  those  of  their  agents  in  the 
region,”  the  Tehran  news  agency  report  said.

Military  aid  requested

In  his  24th  nationally  televised 
press  conference,  President  Reagan 
fielded  questions  about  the  Soviet  re¬ 
lations  freeze,  the  Persian  Gulf  situa¬ 
tion,  and  his  request  for  more  military 
aid  to  El  Salvador. 

Reagan  said  in  his  preliminary 
statement  the  “enemies  of  freedom” 
are  watching  congressional  debate 
over  the  aid  to  El  Salvador,  and  he 
called  on  lawmakers  to  provide 
enough  support  to  do  the  job. 

“If  the  Congress  offers  too  little 
support,  it  will  be  worse  than  doing 
nothing  at  all,”  he  said. 

The  Reagan  plea  came  as  Salvador¬ 
an  president-elect  Jose  Napoleon 
Duarte  lobbied  Congress  for  $62  mil¬ 
lion  in  emergency  military  aid  for  his 
country. 

“Our  Congress  faces  some  historic 
decisions  this  week,”  Reagan  said. 
“Those  who  struggle  for  freedom 
everywhere  are  watching  to  see 
whether  America  can  still  be  counted 
on. 

“The  enemies  of  freedom  are 
watching  as  well,”  he  said. 


“We  must  support  the  democratic 
aspirations  of  the  people  of  Nicaragua 
and  oppose  the  Sandanista  aggres¬ 
sors  against  their  neighbors,”  he 
added.  “Peace  can  only  be  achieved  in 
Central  America  if  the  forces  of  demo¬ 
cracy  are  strong.” 

Duarte  on  Tuesday  made  the 
rounds  of  Capitol  Hill,  apparently 
making  headway  in  securing  aid. 

House  Speaker  Thomas  O’Neill 
predicted  the  House  would  approve 
further  military  and  economic  aid  for 
El  Salvador.  The  House  is  expected 
to  act  this  week  on  Reagan’s  request 
for  the  $62  million  in  military  aid, 
which  would  be  added  on  top  of  $64.8 
million  that  Congress  earlier 
approved  for  this  fiscal  year. 

Reagan  emphasized  that  Duarte 
will  never  request  American  troops  to 
be  sent  to  El  Salvador. 

Commenting  on  the  Persian  Gulf 
situation,  Reagan  said  the  United 
States  has  not  volunteered  to  inter¬ 
vene  and  has  not  been  asked  to. 

“We  are  concerned  about  not  en¬ 
larging  the  war  there,”  Reagan  said. 
He  said  the  chances  are  very  slight  of 
having  American  shooting  involve¬ 
ment  in  the  conflict  between  Iran  and 


Iraq. 

He  said  American  allies  in  Japan 
and  Western  Europe  would  be  hurt 
most  if  oil  supplies  from  the  gulf  were 
cut  off,  since  the  United  States  gets 
only  3  percent  of  its  oil  from  those 
sources. 

Reagan  said  during  questioning  he 
does  not  think  he  is  responsible  for 
the  bad  relations  between  the  United 
States  and  the  Soviet  Union.  “We 
have  made  every  effort  to  prove  we 
were  willing  to  be  flexible”  during  the 
arms  reductions  talks,  he  said. 

He  commented  that  he  believes  the 
Soviets  are  waiting  for  the  election 
before  they  decide  whether  to  resume 
arms  talks. 

“They  came  because  they  believed 
we  were  serious  about  the  issue,”  he 
said.  Reagan  added  they  left  because 
of  the  United  States’  plans  to  base 
more  missiles  in  Europe,  even  though 
they  were  building  up  their  supply  of 
SS220s  based  in  other  countries  at  the 
time. 

“I  don’t  think  it  would  be  proper  to 
make  any  concessions”  to  bring  the 
Soviets  back  to  the  table,  Reagan 
said.  He  added  he  does  not  think  the 
situation  is  as  bad  as  some  think. 


Duarte  calls  American  aid 
investment  in  democracy 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —  El  Salvador’s  Jose  Napoleon 
Duarte  tried  to  convince  Congress  on  Tuesday  that  U.S. 
aid  to  his  nation  is  an  investment  in  democracy,  and  House 
Speaker  Thomas  O’Neill  said  the  president-elect  made 
crucial  headway. 

Although  O’Neill  opposes  further  military  aid  for  El 
Salvador,  he  said  he  was  impressed  by  Duarte’s  “courage, 
honesty  and  decency”  and  predicted  the  House  will 
approve  both  military  and  economic  aid  for  San  Salvador. 

“I  think  the  votes  are  here  overwhelmingly  in  the 
House,”  O’Neill  said. 

The  House  is  expected  to  act  later  this  week  on  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan’s  request  for  aif  additional  $62  million  in 
emergency  military  aid  for  El  Salvador.  The  added  money 
is  on  top  of  $64.8  million  that  Congress  earlier  approved 
for  the  troubled  Central  American  nation. 

Duarte  spent  the  day  meeting  with  influential  congress¬ 
men  and  senators,  and  held  private  sessions  to  convince 
several  doubters  that  the  aid  will  be  money  well  spent. 


His  talks  with  House  members  were  the  most  crucial 
since  they  have  balked  at  Reagan’s  aid  packages  for  Cen¬ 
tral  America  while  the  Republican-controlled  Senate 
generally  has  backed  the  president. 

House  Democratic  leader  Jim  Wright  said  Duarte  has 
told  Salvadoran  military  leaders  that  he,  the  civilian  presi¬ 
dent,  will  be  in  charge  in  El  Salvador  and  “will  accept  no 
conditions  from  them  (the  military).” 

“I  think  most  of  us  came  away  very  deeply  impressed 
with  the  sincerity  of  this  man,”  said  Wright,  who  supports 
Duarte.  He  said  the  moderate  Duarte  has  “very  high 
hopes  of  creating  the  whole  framework  of  a  democratic 
society.”  . 

“He  gave  information  very  candidly  in  response  to  ques¬ 
tions  about  death  squads,  about  bringing  to  justice  the 
perpetrators  of  atrocities,  about  controlling  the  military 
by  the  civilian  authority,”  Wright  said. 

Duarte  also  met  privately  with  Rep.  Clarence  Long, 
chairman  of  the  House  Appropriations  subcommittee. 


Consumer 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —  Con¬ 
sumer  prices  climbed  0.5  percent  in 
April,  the  Labor  Department  said 
Tuesday,  with  housing,  used  cars, 
fuel,  pork  products  and  many  other 
goods  and  services  growing  more  ex¬ 
pensive. 

The  rise  in  the  Consumer  Price  In¬ 
dex  was  more  than  double  that  in 
March,  reaching  an  annual  inflation 
rate  of  5.6  percent. 

Another  Labor  Department  report 
showed  the  spending  power  of  the 
average  blue-collar  worker  —  earn¬ 
ings  adjusted  for  inflation  —  jumped 
1.6  percent  in  April,  the  most  since 
December  1982.  Pay  has  increased 


prices  rise 

3.3  percent  faster  than  prices  in  the 
past  year. 

Also  Tuesday,  a  Commerce  De¬ 
partment  report  showed  April  fac¬ 
tory  orders  for  heavy-duty  items  fell 

6.4  percent,  more  than  in  any  month 
of  the  last  recession,  perhaps  signal¬ 
ing  a  long-predicted  economic  slow¬ 
down. 

Two-thirds  of  the  decline  was  in  de¬ 
fense  orders  but  durable  orders 
would  still  have  dropped  2.2  percent 
were  military  gear  excluded,  the  de¬ 
partment  said. 

The  Consumer  Price  Index  in  April 
was  308.8,  meaning  the  government’s 
sample  “market  basket”  of  goods  and

Although  the  month’s  increase  in 
prices  was  not  quite  as  much  as  the 
year’s  peak  growth  of  0.6  percent  in 
January,  the  upward  movement  was 
no  longer  localized  in  food.  In  fact, 
food  prices  were  motionless  in  April. 

All  prices  besides  food  and  energy 
were  up  0.6  percent,  reinforcing  the 
view  that  fundamental  inflation 
forces  are  building  in  the  economy. 

A  White  House  spokesman,  howev¬ 
er,  said  the  figures  are  a  sign  that 
inflation  remains  “under  control”  dur¬ 
ing  a  period  of  robust  economic  ex¬ 
pansion. 
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Y  professors  plan 
X-ray  optic  study 


Two  BYU  professors  have  recently 
received  a  $171,000  grant  from  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Energy  to  re¬ 
search  X-ray  optics. 

Dr.  Larry  Knight,  an  associate  pro¬ 
fessor  in  the  Physics  Department, 
and  Dr.  James  Thorne,  a  professor  of 
chemistry,  are  the  recipients  of  the 
grant. 

“X-ray  optics  involves  focusing  X- 
rays  and  moving  them  around,”. 
Knight  said.  “It  is  similar  to  regular 
optics,  but  not  as  easy  to  do  as  with 
visible  light.” 

The  research  of  Knight  and  Thorne 
will  center  on  the  use  of  multi-layered 
devices  to  diffract  the  X-rays. 

“These  layers  are  very  thin,  maybe 
only  a  few  atoms  thick,”  Knight  said. 
“They  will  be  made  of  substances  such 
as  tungsten  and  carbon.” 

The  multi-layered  devices  will  be 
placed  on  smooth,  silicon  bases.  The 


silicon  will  be  formed  into  a  wafer, 
which  has  grooves  that  are  relatively 
deep  and  flat.  An  oxide  is  then  built 
up  in  these  grooves,  which  will  bend 
the  crystal. 

Knight  said  the  two  professors  will 
try  to  determine  the  potential  this 
bending  can  give  to  X-ray  optics. 

The  build-up  of  oxide  in  silicon 
grooves  was  actually  an  accidental 
discovery  of  Dr.  Richard  Woodbury, 
a  professor  in  BYU’s  Electrical  En¬ 
gineering  Department,  Knight  said. 
Woodbury  then  notified  Thorne  and 
Knight  about  the  discovery. 

X-rays  optics  will  have  a  large  im¬ 
pact  on  efforts  in  laser  fusion,  Knight 
said. 


“X-ray  optics  also  has  applications 
in  weaponry,”  Knight  said.  “It  can  be 
used  in  the  new  ‘Star  Wars’  defense 
system.  In  the  future,  we  may  have 
guns  like  those  in  Star  Wars.” 


Floods  close  Highway  89 


Thistle  Creek  washed  over  its 
banks  and  the  dikes  surrounding  it 
Monday,  causing  the  closure  of  Utah 
Highway  89. 

The  flooding,  the  result  of  spring 
runoff,  left  3  feet  of  water  on  the  road¬ 
way,  according  to  Art  Chidester, 
Utah  Department  of  Transportation 
project  engineer. 

Since  the  flooding  occurred,  UDOT 
heavy  equipment  crews  have  been 
moving  earth  from  the  mountains 
onto  the  roadway  to  raise  the  road 
grade  higher  than  the  water,  Chides¬ 
ter  said. 

“Our  biggest  problem  is  that  the 
ground  in  there  is  so  saturated  the 


heavy  equipment  keeps  falling 
through  the  road,”  he  said. 

The  first  priority  right  now  is  to  get 
the  road  opened  and  functioning, 
Chidester  said.  “We  want  to  get  it 
opened  before  the  weekend  when  we 
are  expecting  the  heavy  traffic.” 

Rockslides  have  hampered  work  on 
the  highway  during  the  past  several 
months,  but  they  are  not  a  problem  at 
this  time,  Chidester  said. 

The  road  will  be  a  dirt  grade  until  it 
can  be  completely  finished,  which  will 
not  be  for  another  month  tp  six 
weeks,  said  J.R.  Wilson,  district  con¬ 
struction  engineer.  The  road  was  ex¬ 
pected  to  reopen  Tuesday  evening.

President  Evans  has 
served  for  the  past  8V2 
years  as  a  member  of  the 
Relief  Society’s  general 
board  and  has  served  in 
every  organization  of 
the  LDS  Church,  Cahill 
said.

Cause  sought 
for  outbreak 


Language  study  important, 
linguistics  professor  says 


The  Utah  Health  De¬ 
partment  is  still  sear¬ 
ching  for  the  cause  of  the 
recent  outbreak  of 
Legionnaire’s  Disease 
at  the  University  of 
Utah  Medical  Center, 
where  the  illness  has 
been  diagnosed  in  four 
patients  in  the  past  two 
weeks. 

Dr.  Byron  Haslam, 
program  coordinator  for 
communicable  diseases, 
said  the  legionella 
organism  is  very  com¬ 
mon  in  the  environment, 
but  the  risk  is  low  to  the 
general  public. 

He  said  the  patients 
involved  were  all  per¬ 
sons  whose  immune  sys¬ 
tems  were  suppressed 
because  of  chronic  dis¬ 
ease,  making  them  more 
susceptible  to  the  bac¬ 
teria.  Most  hospital  pa¬ 
tients  are  not  in  danger 
of  getting  the  disease. 

The  bacteria  is  not 
transmitted  from  per¬ 
son  to  person,  but  is  con¬ 
tracted  from  a  water 
source.  It  often  causes 
pneumonia  in  those  it 
strikes,  which  is  the 
case  with  all  the  patients 
at  the  University  Medic¬ 
al  Center,  Haslam  said. 

The  disease  is  char¬ 
acterized  by  a  high  fever 
and  cough.  One  pa¬ 
tient  who  died  last  week 
was  found  to  have  the 
disease  after  an  auto¬ 
psy,  Haslam  said.  En¬ 
vironmental  studies  are 
being  conducted  at  the 
hospital  and  the  daily 
habits  of  the  patients 
affected  are  also  being 
investigated. 

A  health  department 
task  force  is  also  testing 
hospital  water  and  air 
along  with  any  equip¬ 
ment  used  by  the  pa¬ 
tients  involved,  he  said. 
There  are  no  new  cases, 
but  officials  are  still  con¬ 
cerned  about  finding  the 
cause  before  more  cases 
occur.

Linguistics  is  a  “scientific  study  of 
language,”  Graham  said.  “You  study 
a  language  from  a  point  of  view  of  a 
science  much  like  chemistry;  you  take 
apart  language  and  look  at  its  consti¬ 
tuent  parts.”  ' 

Many  people  think  linguistics  con¬ 
sists  of  speaking  many  languages. 
However,  it’s  a  study  of  languages  r— 
how  they  are  structured. 

According  to  Graham,  the  reason 
people  are  ignorant  of  linguistics  is 
because  language  is  so  much  a  part  of 
everyday  life  that  it  is  taken  for 
granted. 

“It’s  like  water,”  he  said.  “We 
assume  we  don’t  need  to  study  it.  In 
fact,  a  lot  of  things  closest  to  us  we 
feel  we  don’t  need  to  study. 

“If  people  knew  as  little  about 
paleontology  as  they  do  about  linguis¬ 
tics,  they  wouldn’t  know  there  were 
dinosaurs,”  he  said. 

“People  know  a  lot  about  language 
intuitively,  but  not  cohsciously,”  Gra¬ 
ham  said.  “We  learn  things  about  lan¬ 
guage  when  we  are  3  years  old  that 
we  still  can’t  tell  anybody  about. 

“If  someone  asked  us,  ‘How  are  plu¬ 
ral  words  made?’  we  would  probably 
explain  the  rules  that  correspond 
with  the  formal  English  rules,”  he 
said. 

“To  make  the  words  ‘cat,’  ‘dog,’  and 
‘witch’  plural,  how  do  we  know  when 
to  put  an  ‘s’  sound  on  the  word  ‘cats,’  a 


‘z’  sound  on  the  word  ‘dogs’  and  an  W 
sound  on  the  word  ‘witches’?”  ’ 

It  is  easy  to  tell  a  person  intuitively 
how  to  make  the  plural  of  these 
words,  but  most  people  do  not  know 
why,  said  Graham.  However,  when  a 
person  tries  to  explain  consciously 
what  makes  the  words  plural,  they 
try  to  come  up  with  an  ad  hoe  explana¬ 
tion  that  most  times  is  wrong. 

Another  example  of  intuitive  lan¬ 
guage  may  arise  when  President  Hol¬ 
land  is  addressed.  Rather  than 
saying,  “How’s  it  going?”  as  a  close 
friend  would  be  greeted,  “How  do  you 
do?”  is  used.  Graham  said  rule  viola¬ 
tions  are  easy  to  recognize,  but  the  j 
rule  itself  is  not  as  clear. 

All  English  is  correct  as  long  as  it  is  j 
acceptable  in  society  under  different  j 
circumstances.  “He  ain’t  got  none,”  is 
not  acceptable  in  social  etiquette,  but 
it  fits  well  into  the  linguistic  system.  | 

“The  reason  your  mother  corrected 
you  when  you  said  ‘ain’t’  is  because 
language  is  a  powerful  tool  in  which 
we  establish  social  status,”  he  said.  1 
“The  wealthy  have  power  and  author¬ 
ity  to  decide  what  is  correct.” 

Linguistics  is  fascinating  because 
of  its  application  to  computers,  Gra¬ 
ham  said.  “If  we  learn  how  language 
works,  we  could  learn  how  to  teach  it 
ia  lot  better.  If  we  could  teach  a  com¬ 
puter  to  translate  language,  we  could 
make  a  machine  that  you  could  speak 
into  and  it  would  type  out  what  you 
said  —  a  machine  that  would  under¬ 
stand  you  when  you  talk. 

“Wouldn’t  it  be  nice  if  we  could  just 
wake  up  in  the  morning  and  tell  a 
robot  to  get  us  some  orange  juice  and 
toast,  and  it  could  do  it  because  it 
understood  the  language?”  Graham 
said  “This  will  only  be  possible  when 
linguistics  are  better  understood.” 

Linguistics  is  not  a  difficult  field, 
“but  it  depends  on  who  you  are,”  said 
Graham.  “I  find  it  quite  fascinating 
myself.”

Cesar  Aedo  silently  practices  for  his  perform¬ 
ance  Thursday.  With  each  step,  there  is  deep  con¬ 
centration.  He  is  in  a  world  of  mime. 

Aedo,  a  professional  in  mime,  will  give  his  only 
performances  in  the  .United  States  on  Thursday, 
Friday  and  Saturday  in  the  Nelke  Experimental 
Theater,  HFAC. 

The  first  part  of  his  program  will  include  a  series 
of  somewhat  traditional  mime  sequences,  introduc¬ 
ing  Aedo  and  his  techniques.  The  second  half  of  the 
performance  will  be  considerably  less  formal,  with 
Aedo  going  directly  to  the  audience  to  involve  them 
in  some  improvisation  and  experimental  theater.  • 
Studied  in  France 

Aedo,  who  has  studied  in  France  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Marcel  Marceau,  has  worked  hard  and  pers¬ 
evered  in  the  face  of  challenges  to  develop  his  ta¬ 
lent. 

He  began  as  a  student  in  sociology  at  the  Vil¬ 
lareal  University  in  his  homeland,  Peru.  He  inter¬ 
rupted  his  work  to  serve  a  mission  for  The  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  Of  Latter-day  Saints  in  his  native  , 
country.  After  completing  his  mission,  he  con¬ 
tinued  his  studies  but  discovered  a  great  love  for 
the  theater  and  mime. 

“I  remember  when  I  was  a  boy,  seeing  films  and 
performances  in  mime,”  Aedo  said.  “A  love  for  this 
grew  inside  of  me.” 

Aedo  worked  on  his  talent  in  Peru  through  his 
own  study,  but  it  was  not  until  he  moved  to  France 
that  he  began  to  realize  his  dream. 

His  desire  to  perfect,  develop  and  gain  experi¬ 
ence  in  his  talent  helped  him  to  overcome  the  strug¬ 
gle  of  becoming  a  member  of  the  school  of  Marceau 
in  France. 

Complications  created  setbacks  for  Aedo,  but  he 
was  intent  on  gaining  the  professional  training  he 
needed. 

The  first  of  the  setbacks  came  when  his  applica¬ 
tion  for  Marceau’s  school  was  turned  down  because 
it  was-  too  late  to  register. 

“The  secretary  told  me  it  was  past  the  deadline 
and  there  was  nothing  she  could  do,”  Aedo  said. 
f  He  decided  to  fly  to  Germany  to  continue  his 
training.  On  the  day  of  his  departure,  all  of  his 
money  was  lost.  He  flew  to  Germany  after  report¬ 
ing  his  loss  to  the  police. 

“I  was  devastated,”  Aedo  said.  “What  was  I  to  do 
now?  I  prayed  to  God  to  ask  him  to  help  me.” 

The  money  was  recovered  three  days  later.  Aedo

many  and  his  money  was  returned  to  him.  The 
money  turned  out  to  be  just  enough  for  the  tuition 
at  Marceau’s  school. 

School  in  session 

Although  the  school  was  in  session  for  the  year, 
he  decided  to  take  his  chances  and  apply  again. 

The  secretary  repeated  the  words  he  had  heard 
two  months  previously,  saying  it  was  too  late. 
When  he  asked  to  speak  to  Marcel  Marceau,  she 
told  him  it  was  impossible. 

“As  I  walked  outside,  I  found  the  custodian 
whom  I  had  met  through  my  earlier  visit,”  Aedo 
said.  “He  told  me  not  to  despair,  but  to  take  cour¬ 
age  and  wait  outside  until  noon,  when  class  would 
be  over.  I  waited  outside  for  three  hours  in  the 
cold.” 

Aedo  did  talk  to  Marceau.  After  a  10-minute 
explanation  of  his  situation  and  his  desire  to  study 
at  the  school,  Marceau  told  Aedo  to  come  with  his 
papers  the  next  day  and  he  would  be  tested  for 
admittance. 

Aedo  said  this  was  an  experience  that  he  wanted 
to  share  so  that  others  could  gain  courage  and 
perseverance. 

Aedo  studied  for  314  years  in  Marceau’s  school. 
While  other  members  of  the  school  had  jobs  such  as 
waiters  and  custodians,  he  worked  his  way  through 
by  performing  mime  in  different  theaters. 

Mime  performance 

Aedo  said  he  took  his  mother  to  see  a  mime 
performance  six  years  ago  in  Peru.  He  told  her, 
“One  day  you  will  see  me  here.” 

Four  years  later  he  performed  in  the  same  thea¬ 
ter.  “It  was  a  special  experience  for  me,”  Aedo  said. 
“I  was  able  to  perform  for  my  family  and  friends.” 

The  members  of  Aedo’s  family  were  converted  to 
the  LDS  Church  when  he  was  about  10.  They  were 
the  first  family  baptized  in  San  Juan,  which  is  in  the 
southern  part  of  Lima,  Peru. 

“My  family  was  Catholic  but  preparing  for  bapt¬ 
ism  into  the  Jehovah’s  Witnesses  church,”  Aedo 
said.  “My  father  and  mother  prayed  to  God  for  help. 
It  was  at  this  time  that  the  missionaries  knocked  on 
our  door. 

“They  came  just  in  time,  as  my  family  was  lean¬ 
ing  to  baptism  into  the  Jehovah’s  Witnesses 
church.  As  a  family,  we  decided  to  be  baptized.”

But  Lieber  said  when  she  arrived 
at  a  meeting  with  Parsons,  her  attor¬ 
ney  was  present  and  she  refused  to 
answer  any  further  questions.

President  Chris  Vlahoplus  told  her 
Parsons  admitted  her  relationship 
with  Buck,  resigning  when  con¬ 
fronted  with  the  charges. 

“I  believed  the  story  then  and  I  be¬ 
lieve  the  story  to  be  true  now,”  said 
Lieber,  who  testified  she  spent  a 
month  gathering  information  for  the 
article.

She  testified  that  Jim 
Jarrett,  athletic  director  at  Old 
Dominion  University  in  Virginia  — 
where  Parsons  coached  before  com¬ 
ing  to  South  Carolina  — urged  her  to 
publish  the  story.  “He  said,  ‘if  it  isn’t 
(published),  Pam  will  get  another  job 
and  this  will  go  on  and  on-’  ” 

Lieber  said  prior  to  publication,  she 
spent  five  hours  with  a  Sports  Illus¬ 
trated  attorney  previewing  the  facts 
in  the  story  and  showing  her  notes 
“backing  up  everything  in  the  story.” 

The  reporter  said  the  night  before 
the  magazine  went  to  press,  she  con¬ 
tacted  Parsons’  attorney  to  give  her  a 
final  opportunity  to  respond,  but  the 
lawyer  never  called  her  back. 

Attorneys  said  the  defense  may 
wrap  up  its  case  Wednesday,  and  it  is 
expected  to  go  to  the  jury  late  this 
week.

Boston  leads  The  Eastern  Confer¬ 
ence  final  series  3-1  with  Game  5  set 
for  today  in  Boston.  No  team  has  ever 
rallied  from  a  3-0  deficit  to  win  a 
seven-game  series. 

Bird  did  his  best  to  end  the  series  in 
a  sweep,  scoring  17  of  his  32  points  in 
the  fourth  quarter  as  the  Celtics 
sliced  a  15-point  deficit  to  four.  But 
reserves  Paul  Pressey  and  Paul 
Mokeski  hit  crucial  shots  down  the 
stretch  and  the  Bucks  held  on. 

“We  couldn’t  overcome  what  we 
got  ourselves  into,”  said  Bird,  who 
scored  28  points  Saturday  when  the 
Celtics  erased  a  13-point  lead  for  a 
109-100  triumph.  “When  we  got  it, 
down  to  four  I  thought  the  game  was 
ours  just  as  much  as  it  was  theirs.  But 
we  missed  two  or  three  shots  and  they 
connected  on  the  other  end.” _ 


The  price  of  victory  for  the  Bucks 
may  have  been  star  forward  Marques 
Johnson.  He  hyperextended  his  left 
knee  when  he  collided  with  Cedric 
Maxwell  in  the  third  period  and  did 
not  return.  His  status  for  today’s 
game  is  uncertain. 

Milwaukee,  which  hit  43  percent  of 
its  shots  in  the  first-three  games,  con¬ 
nected  on  53  percent  Monday  ,  beating 
Boston  for  just  the  second  time  in  10 
meetings  this  season. 

The  victory  enabled  the  Bucks  to 
avoid  a  reversal  of  last  season’s  play¬ 
offs  when  the  Bucks  swept  the  Celtics 
in  four  games. 

“We’re  a  proud  team  and  we’re  a 
good  team,”  said  Milwaukee  coach 
Don  Nelson.

Widow  of  late  Yankee  star 
suing  plane  manufacturer 


AKRON,  Ohio  (UPI) —The  wife  of 
New  York  Yankees  star  Thurman 
Munson  continued  a  wrongful  death 
suit  against  Cessna  Aircraft  Co. 
Tuesday,  having  settled  with  the 
company  that  taught  her  husband  to 
fly  the;  Cessna  jet  that  crashed  and 
took  his  life. 

Lawyers  for  Diana  Munson  said  she 
settled  with  Flight  Safety  Interna¬ 
tional  Inc.,  which  she  had  accused  of 
giving  her  husband  casual  and  incom¬ 
plete  lessons  for  flying  the  Cessna 
Citation  I  Turbojet.  Details  of  the 
out-of-court  settlement  were  not 
made  public. 

Munson  was  killed  Aug.  2,  1979 
when  his  jet  crashed  at  Akron-Canton 


Regional  Airport  during  landing  and 
takeoff  exercises.  His  $1.2  million  jet 
crashed  short  of  the  runway. 

Mrs.  Munson,  35,  of  Canton,  filed  a 
$42  million  wrongful  death  suit  in 
U.S.  District  Court  againsT  Cessna 
and  Flight  Safety. 

The  suit  accuses  Cessna  of  pressur¬ 
ing  her  husband  to  buy  the  aircraft 
that  was  too  sophisticated  for  him  to 
handle.  It  also  charges  that  her  chil¬ 
dren  suffered  emotional  harm  as  a  re¬ 
sult  as  their  father’s  death. 

Munson,  32,  was  trapped  in  the 
cockpit  of  his  aircraft  when  it  crashed 
and  caught  fire.  The  accident  hap¬ 
pened  only  two  months  after  he 
bought  the  plane.

Mountain  Fuel  Supply  customers  will  be  a  little 
richer  this  year  because  of  a  ruling  from  the  federal 
government  and  a  settlement  between  Mountain 
Fuel  and  Koch  Industries,  Inc. 

A  refund  of  $5.6  million  to  be  given  to  Mountain 
Fuel  will  mean  greater  savings  for  gas  customers, 
said  Wayne  Hansen,  division  manager  of  Mountain 
Fuel  Supply  Company. 

“The  rebate  will  mean  a  savings  of  approximately 
$13  per  customer,”  said  Hansen.  “The  $13  will  be 
applied  against  future  cost  increases.  That  means 
the  customers’  bills  won’t  go  up  as  much  in  the 
future.” 

More  than  80  percent  of  the  $5.6  million  rebate 
will  be  given  to  the  company  based  on  a  decision 
made  by  a  District  of  Columbia  Circuit  Court  that 
overturned  a  pricing  rule  implemented  by  the 
Federal  Energy  Regulatory  Commission,  said 
Richard  Doxey,  communications  specialist  for 
Mountain  Fuel. 

The  rule  allowed  natural  gas  producers  to  charge 
gas  customers  for  water  vapors  in  the  natural  gas. 
The  result  was  higher  prices  charged  to  purchas¬ 
ers,  such  as  Mountain  Fuel,  said  Doxey. 

Mountain  Fuel  will  also  receive  $1  million  of  the 
$5.6  million  from  a  settled  dispute  with  Koch  Indus- 


tries,  Inc. ,  concerning  interpretations  in  gas  purch¬ 
ase  contracts. 

Hansen  said  the  refund  will  first  be  given  to 
Mountain  Fuel  and  then  be  passed  on  to  the  custom¬ 
ers  through  their  gas  bills. 

According  to  Doxey,  the  Koch  settlement  pricing 
rule  means  Mountain  Fuel  will  pay  less  for  gas 
supplies.

ome  chemical  disinfectants.

;ozoites  reproduce  rapidly  and  attach 
selves  to  the  wall  of  the  small  intes- 
The  result  is  severe  diarrhea,  abdo¬ 


minal  cramps,  fatigue  and  malabsorption 
of  fat. 

The  prevalence  of  giardia  has  grown  be¬ 
cause  of  the  ease  of  its  transmission  from 
watershed  to  watershed  and  the  longevity 
of  the  giardia  cyst.  Carriers  consist  of  hu¬ 
mans,  dogs,  beavers  and  many  rodents. 

According  to  the  Monthly  Morbidity 
Summary  published  by  the  Utah  State 
Health  Department,  there  were  29  re¬ 
ported  cases  of  giardiasis  in  February,  16 
in  March  and  eight  in  April.  There  were  85 
cases  reported  to  the  Utah  County  Health 
Department  in  1981.  These  cases,  howev¬ 
er,  are  thought  to  be  only  the  tip  of  the 
iceberg,  Health  Department  employee 
Gerda  Haynie  said. 

There  are  several  ways  to  keep  from 
contracting  giardiasis  without  going  thirs¬ 
ty.  One  solution  is  for  the  hiker  to  carry  all 
his  water.  Another  is  to  treat  mountain 
water  before  drinking  it.  Boiling  sus¬ 


pected  water  is  a  sure  method  but  can  be 
long  and  painstaking. 

Iodine  tablets  or  2  percent  iodine  tinc¬ 
ture  are  good  chemical  disinfectants. 
Chlorine  is  relatively  ineffective  against 
giardia,  so  halazone  tablets  and  commer¬ 
cial  devices  relying  on  chlorine  should  be 
avoided. 

Still,  water  treatment  is  often  disre¬ 
garded  when  a  cool  drink  is  right  at  hand. 
Paul  Skapelunde,  hydrologist  for  the  Uin¬ 
ta  National  Forest,  said,  “When  it’s  really 
hot  and  I  am  thirsty,  I’ll  go  ahead  and  take 
a  drink.  But  I  try  to  drink  from  sources 
that  have  a  lesser  chance  of  contamina¬ 
tion.” 

Giardiasis  does  not  always  produce 
symptoms  in  its  hosts.  Asymptomatic  car¬ 
riers  are  the  most  important  in  transmit¬ 
ting  the  disease,  so  they  should  also  be 
treated  for  the  disease.

The  boy  told  Elder  Howard  that  he 
was  waiting  for  his  brother.  Elder 
Howard  said,  “Don’t  you  know  that 
school  isn’t  out  until  3:30?” 

“Sure,  but  I  don’t  want  to  miss 
him,”  the  boy  answered. 

Elder  Howard  said,  “Maybe  the  kid 
had  a  point ...  He  was  not  going  to 
miss  his  brother,  whatever  the  dis¬ 
comfort  or  whatever  the  cost.  He  had 
nothing  more  important  to  do.” 

Many  people  are  not  willing  to  pay 
the  price  for  what  they  really  want, 
said  Elder  Howard.  “It  is  a  paradox 
that  when  we  speak  of  how  much 
must  be  given  we  usually  speak  of 
getting.  Only  when  we  talk  in  terms 
of  how  much  can  be  given,  are  we 
really  speaking  of  giving.” 

He  said  students  often  look  to  the 
future,  rather  than  fully  immersing 
themselves  in  the  present  —  many 
students  just  try  to  get  by. 

Elder  Howard  said  this  attitude 
was  characteristic  of  those  who  chose 
to  follow  Satan  during  the  pre-mortal 
existence. 

“In  a  sense,  they  wanted  the  mortal 
experience  and  a  token  probation  and 
after  punishment  with  a  few  stripes  to 
be  returned  again  to  that  place  they

loved  so  much,”  Elder  Howard  said. 


“But  they  were  afraid  of  the  real  risks 
of  mortality  —  of  the  discipline  and 
the  cost.” 

Elder  Howard  said  the  Lord  wants 
us  to  earn  what  we  get  in  this  life. 
There  are  no  shortcuts  to  eternal 
marriage,  repentance,  keeping  the 
commandments  or  receiving  inspira¬ 
tion. 

Elder  Howard  shared  several  re¬ 
solutions  he  has  made  to  help  foster  a 
giving  attitude  in  his  life. 

The  first  resolution  is  to  be  self 
sufficient.  “I  have  resolved  never  to 
ask  the  church  or  anyone  else  to  do  for 
me  what  I  should  do  for  myself.” 

Another  of  his  resolutions  is  to  be 
honest.  While  practicing  as  an  attor¬ 
ney  before  being  called  as  a  general 
authority,  Elder  Howard  said  he  nev¬ 
er  accepted  a  case  that  would  cause 
him  to  bend  the  law  or  ignore  the 
facts. 

Elder  Howard  said  he  believes  in 
going  the  second  mile,  which  when 
freely  done,  “counts  for  everything.” 

He  said  humility  is  also  something 
he  considered  important  in  develop¬ 
ing  a  giving  attitude. 

Another  key  to  developing  a  giving 
attitude  is  following  the  example  of 
the  Savior,  Elder  Howard  said.  “I  ask 
myself  often,  ‘What  would  Christ  do?” 


Only  minor  flooding  problems  were 
reported  last  weekend  and  early  this 
week  as  crews  from  throughout  the 
state  started  to  dismantle  sandbag 
rivers  and  clean  up  flood-hit  areas. 

Locally,  crews  will  begin  taking 
down  sandbags  Tuesday  night,  begin¬ 
ning  in  the  Quail  Valley  area,  said 
Leland  Gamette,  Provo’s  executive 
assistant  to  the  mayor.  The  sandbag 
river  along  300  and  400  South,  howev¬ 
er,  will  remain  intact  for  another  two 
weeks,  he  said. 

“We  will  take  the  300  South  sand¬ 
bags  down  when  the  water  flow  de¬ 
creases  to  10  cubic  feet  per  second,” 
Gamette  said.  The  peak  of  the  flow  in 
the  makeshift  river  was  approximate¬ 
ly  50  cfs,  he  said,  but  is  near  23  cfs 
right  now. 

Although  the  sandbags  in  south¬ 
east  Provo  will  not  come  down  for 
another  two  weeks,  Gamette  said  the 
flooding  peak  has  passed.  “Every¬ 
thing  is  pretty  quiet.  All  the  systems 
are  working  well,”  he  said. 

The  Provo  sewage  treatment  plant, 
once  in  danger  because  of  flooding^  is 


safe,  Gamette  said.  “The  biggest  are: 
we  are  working  on  is  the  Timpanogbi 
Golf  Course.  Crews  have  started  t< 
reinforce  the  dikes  around  it  and  tHj 
project  should  take  three  to  four  mof 
days,”  he  said. 

“Our  next  major  concern  is  the  Pro ' 
vo  River.  We  expect  it  to  peak  abou  H1 
June  10.”  ||' 

Utah  Lake  is  now  above  last  year1; 
peak,  he  said,  but  the  city  propert; 
surrounding  the  lake  is  relatively  safi 
because  the  dikes  have  been  raised  1 
feet. 

David  James,  BYU  weather  obsei 
ver,  said  this  spring’s  “roller  coaster 
weather  has  helped  decrease  th< 
potential  flooding  in  Utah.  “Last  yea 
the  flooding  was  bad  because  it  wa 
cool  for  a  long  time  and  then  got  warn 
really  fast.  This  year  it  has  bee 
warm  a  couple  of  days  and  then  co( 
for  a  couple  of  days,”  he  said. 

Mountain  temperatures  will  rang 
between  40  and  50  degrees.  Som 
showers  will  come  with  the  cold  fronl 
he  said,  but  warm  weather  will  retui 
for  the  weekend. 


Proposed  renewal  gives  aid 
to  female  household  heads 


Deposit  boxes 
stolen  by  gang

Women  who  head  households  may  have 
more  opportunities  to  develop  better  job 
skills  if  the  U.S:  Senate’s  version  of  the 
Vocational  Education  Act,  up  for  renewal 
this  year,  is  passed  by  Congress. 

According  to  Sen.  Orrin  Hatch,  R- 
Utah,  the  Senate  Committee  on  Labor  and 
Human  Resources  gave  its  approval  of  the 
bill,  which  will  consolidate  federal  voca¬ 
tional  education  and  help  people  with  spe¬ 
cial  needs,  such  as  the  handicapped,  the 
economically  disadvantaged  and  some 
women. 

The  bill  includes  new  programs  that  will 
increase  the  chances  for  single  parents  and 
homemakers  to  obtain  marketable  voca¬ 
tional  skills,  Hatch  said. 

According  to  Ed  Darrell,  a  committee 
spokesman  for  Hatch,  an  amendment  will 
be  added  that  would  provide  the  states 
with  a  block  grant  to  subsidize  vocational 
education. 

“This  amendment  is  aimed  specifically 
at  women  who  need  to  get  jobs  because 
they  are  widowed,  divorced,  single  heads 
of  households  or  their  spouse  is  otherwise 
unable  to  provide  the  money  they  need,” 
Darrell  said. 

“It  provides  a  specific  set-aside  (block 
grant)  for  the  states  to  set  up  programs  to 
provide  vocational  education  for  single  pa¬ 
rents  and  homemakers.” 

According  to  Hatch,  this  is  a  way  to 


prevent  poverty  among  these  two  groups 
of  women  who  have  been  substantially  ex¬ 
cluded  from  existing  programs. 

“The  federal  government,  and  Congress 
in  particular,  has  largely  ignored  the 
young,  single  parents  who  are  struggling 
in  low-wage  jobs  that  barely  provide  sub¬ 
sistence  for  themselves  and  their  chil¬ 
dren,”  he  said. 

“These  parents  are  not  on  welfare;  they 
are  working  poor.  But  because  they  work, 
they  are  not  eligible  for  the  many  prog¬ 
rams  designed  to  help  the  unemployed. 
They  deserve  a  chance  to  improve  their 
circumstances.” 

Hatch  also  said  the  problems  of  home¬ 
makers  who  want  or  need  jobs  are 
ignored.  This  bill  should  help  these  people 
to  obtain  vocational  education. 

One  program  some  families  are  ex¬ 
cluded  frotti  is  Aid  to  Families  with  Depen¬ 
dent  Children.  If  a  male  who- is  eligible  for 
work  lives  at  home,  the  family  will  not 
receive  aid.  This  causes  some  fathers  to 
leave  home  so  their  family  can  get  aid. 

“The  whole  basis  of  this  program  is  to 
keep  the  family  together,”  Darrell  said. 

He  added  the  bill  is  “aimed  at  those 
women  that  fall  between  the  cracks  be¬ 
cause  they  don’t  have  those  job  skills,  and 
the  other  vocational  education  programs 
don’t  fit  them.” 

According  to  Darrell,  men  can  go  out 
and  receive  job  training  in  order  to  sup¬ 
port  a  family,  but  women  often  have  other 


obligations  such  as  caring  for  a  home. 

“Frequently  they  don’t  have  the  job 
skills  to  run  a  business  or  drive  a  truck,” 
Darrell  said.  “It’s  just  a  question  of  open¬ 
ing  up  a  few  of  those  doors.” 

The  states  will  distribute  the  grant 
money  because  they  have  a  better  under¬ 
standing  of  their  citizens’  needs,  Darrell 
said. 

“Women  in  Nontraditional  Jobs,”  a  re¬ 
port  from  the  Utah  Advisory  Committee 
to  the  U.S.  Commission  on  Civil  Rights, 
stated:  “Fully  employed  women  remain 
poor,  despite  their  work  efforts,  because 
they  hold  jobs  which  traditionally  provide 
little  monetary  compensation.” 

“This  bill  will  help  alleviate  this  prob¬ 
lem,”  Hatch  said.  “This  proposal  gives 
women  the  chance  they  deserve  to  im¬ 
prove  their  job  marketability  by  providing 
them  the  opportunity  to  learn  vocational 
skills.” 

As  to  the  way  the  states  use  the  grants, 
Darrell  said,  “We’re  talking  about  a  whole 
universe  of  possibilities.” 

Some  states  may  offer  courses  designed 
for  women  for  running  businesses,  or  day¬ 
care  programs  may  be  designed,  he  said. 

Representatives  from  the  Senate  and 
House  will  meet  after  they  have  approved 
their  own  versions  and  agree  on  a  final  bill. 
Congress  would  then  vote  on  whether  to 
make  it  law,  Darrell  said. 

“We  could  have  a  bill  by  the  middle  of 
summer,”  he  said.

Red  Cross  activities  slow 


Things  are  calming 
down  for  the  Red  Cross 
disaster  workers  who 
have  been  assisting 
flood  victims  and  volun¬ 
teers  by  _ 
distributing  food. 

More  than  15,000 
meals  have  been  pre¬ 
pared  and  served,  with 
the  bulk  going  to  sand- 
baggers  and  flood  vic¬ 
tims,  according  to  Don 
Cobb,  public  affairs 
director  for  the  Disaster 
Operations  Headquar¬ 
ters  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  Red  Cross  has 
spent  more  than  $32,000 
statewide  during  the 
flooding  emergencies, 
Cobb  said. 

There  is  still  plenty  of 
work  being  done.  The 
Provo  chapter  has  been 
concentrating  on  the 
Payson  Canyon  area, 
where  “the  river  has 
been  running  over  its 


banks  for  quite  some 


qur 

time,”  said  Kay  Downs, 
assistant  manager  for 
the  chapter. 

Workers  in  the  Vivian 
Park  area  have  also 
been  busy  recently,  as 
several  families  have 
been  evacuated  from 
there,  Downs  said.  A 
family  was  relocated  to  a 
hotel  Friday  at  Red 
Cross  expense  until 
other  accommodations 
could  be  found. 

Downs  said  distribu¬ 
tion  workers  were  being 
sent  to  an  area  near 
Thistle  Dam  in  Spanish 
Fork  Canyon,  where 
most  residents  were 
“just  riding  out”  the 
flooding  of  their  prop¬ 
erty. 

‘They  don’t  want  to 


leave,”  Downs  said, 
“We’re  always  happy  to 
relocate  people,  but  we 
can’t  force  them  out.  If 


they  want  to  stay  they 
can  stay,  even  if  it 
means  sitting  on  their 
rooftops.” 

Downs  said  the  flood¬ 
ing  situation  was  get¬ 
ting  calmer. 

Officials  in  Salt  Lake 
are  taking  a  retrospec¬ 
tive  stance  and  sending 
assistance  vehicles  to 
scattered  areas  with 
potential  problems. 

Disaster  specialists, 
mobile  feeding  units  and 
supply  vehicles  from 
surrounding  states  have 
been  arriving  daily  to 
assist,  Cobb  said.  Some 
of  the  relief  workers 
have  been  sent  home  be¬ 
cause  of  the  recent  calm, 
he  said,  “but  they  could 
be  called  back  in  at  any 
time.”
